The nomination, made upon recom- 
mendation of Secretary of War Hur- 
ley, was sent to the Senate Feb. 24. 
The assignment, carrying with it the 
rank of major general, is for a term 
of four years from the date of ac- 
ceptance. He succeeds Maj. Gen. Fred 
T. Austin, whose tour of duty as chief 
of Field Artillery expired Feb. 15, by 
reason of his retirement for physical 
disability. . 

Col. Bishop, whose selection was 
forecast in the Oct. 19 issue of the 
Army and Navy Journal was number 
three on the list of«colonels in the 
Field Artillery. He is a graduate of 
the Army War College (1920) and the 
Army Staff College (1912), an officer 
of the French Legion of Honor, and 
has received the United States Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

Distinguished Career 

Col. Bishop was born in Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., Nov. 22, 1874, and appointed 
to the United States Military Academy 
from Indiana in June, 1893. Upon 
graduation from West Point in 1897, 
he was appointed second lieutenant, 
19th Infantry, and assigned to Fort 
Wayne, Mich. In April, 1898, he trans- 
ferred to the 6th Artillery and was 
ordered to Ft. McHenry, Md. From 
Ft. McHenry, Col. Bishop served in 
Washington, D. C. He was promoted 
to 1st Lt. Sept. 17, 1899. While in 
the Philippines he was in charge of 
the Department of Licenses, Office of 
the Provost Marshal General, until 
Feb., 1901, when he joined the 13th 
Field Battery at Iloilo, P. I., where 
he remained on duty until March, when 
he was assigned to command a detach- 
ment at Cebu, P. I. 

He was promoted to captain August 
22, 1901, and returned to the United 
States the same month for duty at Ft. 
Adams, R.I., where he remained in com- 
mand of the 79th Company, Coast Ar- 
tillery, until September, 1903. From 
Ft. Adams he was transferred to Ft. 
Totten, N. Y., where he performed the 
duties of Adjutant of the post and of 
the School of Submarine Defense. From 
July 1 to August 9, 1906, he was on 
duty as artillery engineer, Artillery 
District of the Columbia. June 6, 1907, 
he transferred to the 3rd Field Artil- 
lery and was assigned to Ft.

EGARDLESS of all other considera- 

tions of the pay question there 
is no doubt whatsoever that the people 
of the United States (those are the ac- 
tual employers of the forces of na- 
tional defense) want to pay the serv- 
ices adequately. 

This desire on the part of the public 
to see that its defenders are properly 
paid is not an inert or passive factor 
but is extremely active and forceful. 
Not one single voice throughout the 
entire nation has expressed an adverse 
opinion on the question, while on the 
other hand public opinion, through the 
only channels of expression given it— 
newspaper editorials and the resolu- 
tions of large organizations of citiz- 
ens—has unanimously endorsed the 
project. 

Newspaper editorials in the leading 
metropolitan dailies are supporting 
the movement; the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has placed the voice of 
the working man behind it, while in- 
numerable Chambers of Commerce in 
cities large and small are telling the 
Congress and the President that the 
business and professional men are 
wholeheartedly in favor of granting the 
just increases to the active and retired 
officers and men of the services. 

Even municipalities are coming out 


as units, the mayor and town council 
of Annapolis, Md., recently having 
written to Senator Goldsborough a 
strong letter in favor of adequate pay, 
while just this week President Hoover 
received a letter from Mayor John L. 
Davie of Oakland, Calif., recommend- 
ing, as the representative head of the 
nearly 400,000 people of the City of 
Oakland, that Congress abide by the 
recommendations of the Interdepart- 
mental Pay Board as applied to both 
the active and retired lists.

Rep. McSwain Gives 


Reasons for Revision 


(On Feb. 21 Representative McSwain 
introduced H. R. 10169 providing his 
solution of the promotion and retire- 
ment problems and also a revision of 
the promotion list.

F course, I have introduced another 

bill looking to the acgomplishment 
of a measure of justice to many emer- 
gency officers who were taken into the 
Regular Army when the officer person- 
nel of the Regular Army was prac- 
tically doubled on July 1, 1920.

I de- 
layed to introduce the bill merely be- 
cause it could make no progress in the 
present situation of Congress.

I was not in 
the Senate chamber at the time, and 
would not venture to say how many 
members were on the floor. But the 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives do not let things go through that 
way.

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Plane Carrier Tests 
Prove Satisfactory 


ERFORMANCE of the two aircraft 

carriers, Lexington and Saratoga, 
under actual service conditions have 
proven in the main so satisfactory that 
they have constituted an answer to the 
repeated criticism of the giant craft 
and the demand for their scrapping, 
made in Congress, on the ground that 
they were prohibitive in cost and use- 
less in naval warfare. 

Built to develop 183,000 horsepower, 
the carriers on their official tests went 
over 200,000, and drove the great craft 
through the water over the standard- 
ized course at approximately 35 knots 
an hour. In view of the blading trou- 
ble that has beset their operation since 
their first trials, no efforts have since 
been made to develop this extra power 
or to exceed the contract speed. 

Records for sustained speed alse 
have been made on long cruises and in 
maneuvers and other fleet operations 
the carriers have functioned as satis- 
factorily as the naval experts expected. 
Marking an engineering development 
in the magnitude of the power plant, 
with their four turbine-driven genera- 
tors, with 16 boilers and 4 smokestacks 
in one casing, the huge machinery has 
given no more trouble, according to the 
department’s experts, than was antici- 
pated. 

Performances of the carriers has 
been watched with reference to its 
bearing on the suecess of the electric 
drive and has added proof of its value. 
The preponderance of naval opinion fa- 
vors the electric drive though this is by 
no means unanimous, many officers 
still holding that the reliability of the 
geared turbine more than compensates 
for the increased flexibility of the new 
type. The performance of the carriers 
has, however, served to recall the cir- 
cumstances connected with their design 
which created such discussion and 
were the subject of no end of contro- 
versy at the time they were projected. 
They were authorized in the large 1917 
building program of the Wilson admin- 
istration, being two of the six battle 
cruisers provided for at that time. The 
Washington Conference of 1921 for the 
limitation of armaments doomed four 
of them to the scrap heap, but permit-

Hoover Lists Service 
Pay In Cost Warning 


TALK about the service pay situa- 

tion this week has centered about 
the “breakfast warning” sounded on 
Monday by President Hoover, wherein 
the chief executive called upon the leg- 
islative leaders to stick to the budget 
estimates in making appropriations or 
prepare themselves for an increase in 
taxes next year. 


Following the breakfast conference, 
which was attended by, among other 
leaders, Senator Jones, chairman of the 
Joint Congressional Committee on pay, 
Walter Newton, one of the President’s 
secretaries, issued a statement in which 
he listed items totalling $1,735,000,000, 
for which “demands are now ‘being 
made upon Congress and the adminis- 
tration from different sections of the 
country and from different interested 
groups.” In this ennumeration was in- 
eluded an item of $80,000,000 for “In- 
creased Army and Navy pay.” 

President Hoover explained that 
after the budget expenditures has been 
cared for only about $50,000,000 would 
be available for further appropriations. 
It was also asserted that legislation 
looking toward the benefit of the vet- 
erans of all wars should receive pri- 
ority. 

Just what effect the President’s 
warning will have on the prospects of 
pay legislation is problematical. One 
thing seems fairly certain, and that is 
that if Congress itself should come to 
the conclusion through its own process 
of investigation and analysis that an 
increase in pay is needed, it will as- 
sert itself and appropriate the neces- 
sary funds. Even the day after the 
statement there was immediate rever- 
berations from the hill. Senator Carter 
Glass, of Virginia, immediately char- 
acterized Mr. Hoover’s warning as an 
“inexcusable attempt to incite the re- 
sentment of the country against Con- 
gress,” referring to the statement as 
“as cheap an exhibition of partisan 
politics” as he had ever seen. 

Some comfort was gained in service 
circles by the thought that President 
Hoover thought enough of the chances 
of the pay increase legislation to in- 
clude it within his enumeration. Also 
that portion of the President’s remarks 
wherein he said that many of the listed 
projects were quite worthy and should 
be taken up in the future, led some to 
believe that the next session will see 
favorable action. 

When questioned by the Army and 
Navy Journal following the conference 
as to what effect he thought the Pres- 
ident’s statement would have on the 
pay movement, Senator Jones replied 
that he had given the matter no 
thought. 

Work on the pay situation centered 
this week in the offices of the six de- 
partments concerned where work 
hummed merrily forward in the collec- 
tion and preparation of data demanded 
by the committee. Some of the depart- 
ments, including the Army, have com- 
pleted the correlation of the inform- 
ation asked for, while others are near- 
ing completion. It is believed likely 
that all of the departments will have 
their data in the hands of the individ- 
a members of the committee by Mon- 
ay. 

As far as the committee itself is 
concerned virtually all of the corre- 
spondence and preliminary work is be- 
ing done by members of the House del- 
egation, notably Representative French, 
vice chairman.

The initial cost, 
sometimes as high as $1,000 is aug- 
mented by the cost of replacement and 
the occasional changes as promotions 
occur. 

The commission should also take 
into consideration the fact none of the 
compensations and emoluments avail- 
able to the outstanding figures in other 
walks of life, the “successful man,” are 
possible for men in the service. In the 
business world the pay of a big execu- 
tive is based on his responsibilities and 
his value to this concern. An officer, 
no matter how great his ability, how 
valuable his services and heavy his re 
sponsibilities, is restricted to the finan 
cial returns awarded his fellow officer 
of equal rank. To offset this to a de 
gree a pay scale for officers whose rank 
brings them such responsibilities should 
be slightly in excess of the average i 
civil employments. 

Another factor that the commission 
will take into consideration is the &- 
pectation of eventual retired pay. I 
considering this, however, there af 
certain considerations that should be 
brought out. It must be noted that 
retired pay is nothing more or less that 
a potential annuity, without loan value, 
and provides no principal that can be 
passed to dependents in case of death, 
either before or after retirement 
Military pensions for widows are 
small as to be ridiculous if not © 
thetic. When comparisons are @ 
in the hearings the various provisions 
made for old age in the majority 
civil pursuits, group insurance, em 
ployers’ liability, stock participatioa 
plans and bonuses of various descriP 
tions should be listed as offsetting #4 
large measure the retired pay pro! 
by the government. 

Other factors like free medical # 
tention, elementary dental servi 
commissary store privileges, fu 
some slight advantages to the perso® 
nel of the service, but is largely offs 
by those periods and assig 
where they are not available. .

and unquestioning confidence of all 
members of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, both Republican and Demo- 
eratic, and in fact of all members in the 
House of Representatives, is ill and in 
Walter Reed Hospital. Reports are 
that it may be several weeks before he 
is able to return to his usual and 
strenuous duties. We are all hoping 
and praying that this time he may 
have a complete recovery. But during 
his illness and absence, we would not 
consider important and hotly contested 
legislation of this kind. We are con- 
sidering private bills, local and non- 
controversial mattefs, and are holding 
hearings regarding several pending 
bills relating to Muscle Shoals. 

But when our chairman, Mr. James, 
is back at the head of the table and 
the condition of the House Calendar 
justifies our bringing in additional leg- 
islation, we will take up this bill and 
other bills relating to the same, and 
first fight the matter out in the com- 
mittee and will then have to fight it 
out on the floor. 

I was reared and educated to the 
belief that “nothing is finally settled 
till it’s settled right.” I have heard no 
one discuss the matter of the way the 
promotion list was formed in 1920 by 
somebody in the War Department, but 
admits that the method and principle of 
arrangement was wrong and very un- 
fortunate. I should except those offi- 
cers in the Army who are the bene- 
ficiaries of the outrage that was com- 
mitted. I think all of them with a 
single exception, regard it as a work 
of sublime wisdom. That single ex- 
ception, unless he has changed his 
mind, ought to be photographed and 
his photograph framed and placed 
alongside that of George Washington, 
as the modern example of a broad- 
minded, honest and disinterested cit- 
izen. 

The high ranking officers in the 
Army who have been interrogated in 
my presence on this subject admit that 
It was a serious, a demoralizing and 
unfortunate arrangement, working se- 
Tlous injustice to older emergency offi- 
cers, who had had pre-war education 
at private expense, had received pre- 
war military training at State expense 
in the National Guard, and were per- 
sonal participants holding responsible 
commissions during the entire period 
of the World War. These high rank- 
ing officers lay the blame on Congress 
for this situation, claiming that the 
fist had to be formed as it was 
formed, in order to obey the will of 
Congress, 

On the other hand, members of Con- 
gress, with two or three very con- 
Splcuous exceptions, who were then 
upon the committee having the legis- 
lation in charge, say that they never 
intended the legislation to be construed 
as it was construed by the War De- 
partment, and were shocked and sur- 
prised when they found that very 
young men, having had practically no 
experience in the business or profes- 
sional world, most of them holding 
Commissions as second lieutenants, but 
ee. technically in the Regular Army, 
cause their commissions were provi-

€, who were well educated, had 
been engaged in business or pursu-

fore entering the World War, and had 
held commissions during the period 
of the war, ranging from colonel down 
to captain. So these young provisional 
second lieutenants will become majors 
before men 10 years older and who 
ranked them during the war from two 
to five grades. Hundreds of these pro- 
visional second lieutenants were 
jumped on July 1, 1920, to the grade 
of captain and now out-rank men who 
during the war commanded regiments 
and battalions and companies, and 
commanded these regiments, battalions 
and companies under war conditions, 
and in combat. 


I know that these provisional sec- 
ond lieutenants now claim that they 
chose the Regular Army and that by 
reason of making their choice, they 
were entitled to special consideration. 
They may fool themselves into believ- 
ing that, but they cannot fool me, who 
knew the conditions under which they 
were offered commissions and under 
which they accepted them. During the 
first officers training, Camp Ft. Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., I knew many young men 
that accepted commissions as provi- 
sional second lieutenants during the 
period of the camp without waiting for 
the result of the 90-day training period. 
These young men were generally un- 
married and not engaged in any essen- 
tial industry and were therefore in. the 
Class A draft group. That means that 
it was an easier thing to grab a cer- 
tainty in the form of a provisional 
commission as second lieutenant rather 
than continue in a state of uncertainty 
as to whether or not they would be rec- 
ommended for any commission by the 
camp instructors, and would, if not 
commissioned, be certain to be called 
out under the draft. I was among 
them and heard them talk, and the 
matter of entering the Regular Army 
as a “life calling” was as remote from 
their minds as it was then from the 
minds of the emergency officers who 
later applied for commissions. There- 
fore, in reality and in essence, these 
provisional second lieutenants were 
“emergency” officers. It was the 
emergency that brought on the legisla- 
tion itself. It was the emergency that 
justified the War Department in offer- 
ing the commissions. It was the emer- 
gency that induced them to apply for 
and to accept the commissions. It was 
the selective service law which created 
the “emergency” for these unmarried 
young men. Most of them were in a 
dire emergency. They had been read- 
ing about the hell of horrors of front- 
line trenches and no-man’s land. To 
stand on guard half-knee deep in 
frozen mud was the lot of a private 
soldier. Second lieutenants might get 
killed in a charge over the top, and 
thouands of them were killed while 
bravely charging, but when not on the 
» charge they had a chance at comfort 
and convenience. They had private sol- 
diers to wait on them and cook for 
them. When the private soldier was 
sleeping in the French barn, or in a de- 
serted French pig pen, the second lieu- 
tenant was sleeping in the French 
feather bed. While the private was 
standing on guard ankle deep in cold 
water, the second lieutenant was in a 
warm and dry dug out. So, looking at 
the thing fairly an squarely, aside from 
retrospective technicalities, and post- 
bellum considerations based on self-in- 
terest, these provisional second lieu- 
tenants were even more truly “emer- 
gency” officers than were these older 
officers who were made captains, ma- 
jors, lieutenant colonels, and colonels, 
nearly all of whom were married men, 
and many of them engaged in essential 
industries, and were not immediately 
subject to the draft, and entered the 
Army as a matter of patriotism, and 
took command of these same provi- 
sional second lieutenants who are now 
commanding them. Such an unrea- 
sonable reversal of situation would be 
ludicrous and ridiculous if it were not 
so serious to these older officers. 

It is serious for these older officers, 
not merely because of the matter of 


tifiable self-respect. Many of these 
officers now have: grown children and 
are compelled to live in some shabby 
house on the shabby side of the post, 
when one of these provisional second 
lieutenants now ranking as captain or 
even major, lives in a nice house in the 
best section of the post and his little 
children, most of them too young to 
enter school, are either in the kinder- 
garten or being pushed around in a 
baby carriage. How can the older offi- 
cer explain to his grown sons and 
daughters this preposterous and absurd 
state of affairs? These grown sons 





and daughters look up the Army Reg- 
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riers of the other two, which were 
named Lexington and Saratoga. The 
discussion respecting their design cen- 
tered in their engines, which the Navy 
Department announced would be on 
what is popularly known as the electric 
drive principle. For the uninitiated, it 
may be stated that this simply means 
the installation on board ship of an 
electric power plant similar to one to 
be found in a power plant on shore, the 
chief difference being that the power, 
or electric current, generated, instead 
of being applied outside the power 
house, is utilized where it is generated 
in turning the propellers and thus im- 
parting speed to the ship. 

The battle cruisers were designed for 
180-000 horsepower, which is greatly in 
excess of anything theretofore built or 
contemplated either in this or foreign 
countries. Such extraordinary power 
represented big fees in royalty for the 
owners of steam turbine patents, and 
for that reason there were not lacking 
critics who were loud in their cries that 
the Navy Department was embarking 
on a dangerous experiment, and one 
that would not only be extremely cost- 
ly, but would also be damaging to our 
national prestige. The Secretary of 
the Navy was bombarded with protests 
from engineers who were interested in 
the use of another type of machinery, 
and by scientists and others who had 
yielded to the propaganda that had 
been broadcast against electric drive, 
and even by politica! friends who could 
not possible know anything about the 
subject, but who counselled caution in 
proceeding on such an unprecedented 
undertaking. Some of the protestants 








ister and observe that their fathers 
graduated from good colleges and mili- 
tary schools, and commanded National 
Guard organiations before the World 
War, and the same register shows that 
most of these provisional second lieu- 
tenants were just out of college, some 
of them having never graduated, and 
some of them having only finished 
high school, and never had any mili- 
tary training or experience of a respec- 
table and commissioned nature, with 
authority of command, prior to the 
World War, and yet by some strange 
and inexplainable twist in human af- 
fairs, the bottom rail gets on top, and 
the junior commands the senior, and 
the inexperienced has authority over 
the widely experienced, and the man 
who knows the ways of the business 
and professional word is subject to the 
dictates of a youngster who knows 
nothing of the world of affairs. 

I understand that there are two or 
three or maybe more members of Con- 
gress who claim that Congress “in- 
tended” to do this very thing. But I 
have been unable to find any place 
either in the report of the committee 
or in any explanation made to either 
the House or the Senate, where these 
gentlemen who now claim that what 
was done was “intended” to be done, 
ever told Congress what would happen. 
If they told Congress, I have not found 
it. If they told Congress, surely Con- 
gress did not understand their explan- 
ation. If Congress understood it and 
went into that legislation with eyes 
open and understanding minds, then 
Congress should be severely con- 
demned. 

But whether the mistake was made 
by Congress knowingly or unwittingly 
or whether it was made by the War 
Department by misinterpretation, and 
if so, whether that misinterpretation 
Was conscious and purposeful or unin- 
tentional and accidental, is perfectly 
immaterial to me. If I made a mistake 
today and tomorrow learn that I have 
made a mistake, I immediately set 
about to rectify it. If Congress made 
the mistake it should rectify it. If the 
War Department made the mistake, 
Congress also should rectify it. Con- 
gress is the judge of whether or not a 
mistake was made by anybody. Con-

gress has the power to decide when 
and what correction it will make of this 
egregious mistake. That mistake has 
resulted in unspeakable injustice. The 
best thing for the Army and the best 
thing for the Nation and for the con- 
sideration of national defense gener- 
ally, is to correct that injustice.

could offer no better reason for aban- 
doning the projected construction than 
that Great Britain had never done it,. 
unmindful or ignorant of the fact that 
that country had always been extreme- 
ly conservative about departing from 
well-established practice. Written pro- 
tests were followed by personal appeals 
from those having a financial interest 
in the other machinery, and also by re- 
monstrances to the naval committees 
of Congress, and all with no better ar- 
gument for their protests than that it 
had never been done before. The Sec- 
retary also was importuned to refer 
the question to the Naval Consulting 
Board for investigation and opinion as 
to the practicability of the scheme, but 
he demurred to this, because this 
Board, headed by Mr. Edison, was one 
of the Secretary’s own creation, and 
had in its membership several repre- 
sentatives of the large electric compa- 
nies who would naturally be called 
upon to supply the equipment if elec- 
tric drive were used. Under these cir- 
cumstances, a favorable decision for 
electric drive would subject the Secre- 
tary and those members of the Board 
to severe criticism. Hopeless in this 
direction, pleas were then made that a 
Commission be sent to England to as- 
certain what was being done there as a 
result of their war experience, but all 
to no avail. 

The subject was also extensively dis- 
cussed in the press, principally by the 
opponents of electric drive, but acting 
on the advice of the General Board and 
of his technical advisors, and with as- 
surance from the electrical experts in 
the country that there would be no se- 
rious difficulty in meeting the depart- 
ment’s wishes, the Secretary decided to 
adhere to the original decision. There 
was very good reason for this, for we 
were the only country that had had ex- 
perience with this novel application of 
electric power. This was acquired wher 
the collier Jupiter was so equipped in 
1913 with engines of 7,000 horsepower. 
and with such unqualified success that 
there was no hestitation in putting ir 
several battleships of later date. Al- 
though none of the battleships hac 
been tried up to the time it was de- 
cided to put in the battle cruisers, the 
continued success of the Jupiter left nc 
doubt of its success in the larger and 
more powerful vessels. It was recog- 
nized that the stride from the 30,00€ 
horsepower of the battleships to the 
180,000 of the battle cruisers was a 
big one, but it was felt to be merely s 
matter of degree, and as the electrical 
people were convinced of the practica- 
bility of their end of the line, the Navy 
decided to stick to its guns and ge 
ahead with electric drive. This decisior 
was further strengthened by knowledge 
of the superior military advantage thai 
the electric machinery possessed over 
any other kind that could be installed 
in the space available. 

During the war, work on these cruis- 
ers was suspended in order to concen- 
trate on destroyers, which were ther 
in “quanity production,” and whick 
were acknowledged to be the most ef- 
fective vessels operating against sub- 
marines. Work was resumed after the 
war, but was suspended again after 
the Washington Conference rendered 
its decision, in order to revise the ship 
plans to meet the requirements of an 
airplane carrier. No changes were 
made in the electrical equipment. 

Now that these ships have been tried 
and developed more than 200,000 horse- 
power the judgment of their projectors, 
and the decision of the Navy Depart- 
ment to adhere to the original plan of 
machinery has been fully justified. 

Practical demonstration of the close 
similarity of this installation with that 
of large commercial plants ashore was 
given by the utilization of the power 
plant of the Lexington to supply cur- 
rent to the city of Seattle when the 





local supply failed. 
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Reduce School Details 


ODIFICATION of the policy gov- 
erning apportionment of student 
officers to the Command and General 
Staff School, Ft. Leavenworth, for the 
1930-32 course, was announced this 
week in a communication to the chiefs 
of arms and services. 

Quarters for students for this course 
will be reduced from 132 to 113, as 19 
additional officers are to be assigned 
to Ft. Leavenworth in connection with 
the new Spanish courses—six instruc- 
tors—and the organization of the 3rd 
Battalion, 17th FA at Ft. Leavenworth, 
pursuant to recent orders rendering 
that battalion active, which occasion 
assignment of 13 officers. 

Ten students will be selected from 
the services, 93 from the arms, and ten 
by the Secretary of War. 

In apportioning student officers to 
the arms, the Air Corps, in view of the 
fact that it has a smaller percentage 
of Command and General Staff School 
graduates than any other arm, has 
been allotted the first three. The re- 
maining 90 vacancies have been di- 
vided among the arms, including the 
Air Corps, according to the ratio of 
their eligibles to the total number of 
eligibles. This has resulted in the fol- 
lowing apportionment: 

Infantry, 38; Cavalry, 12; Field Ar- 
tillery, 16; Coast Artillery, 10; Engin- 
eers, five; Air Corps, nine, and Signal 
Corps, three.

Reduce Grades in 24th 
EFFECTIVE Sept. 1, 1930, the Sec- 

retary of War has directed that the 
allotment of grades to the 24th In- 
fantry, Ft. Benning, Ga., be decreased 
4-in the fourth grade, 6 in the fifth 
grade, 14 in the sixth grade, and 
30 in the seventh grade, a total of 54, 
and that the allotment of specialist 
ratings be reduced 1 in the fourth 
class, 1 in the fifth class and 1 in the 
sixth class, a total of 3. 

These grades and ratings will be used 
for the formation of a Tank School 
Detachment (colored) at Ft. George G. 
Meade, Md. 

It was found necessary to organize 
this detachment as the personnel now 
provided for the Tank School Detach- 
ment (white) at that post is insuffi- 
cient to perform the required duties.

To Convert 2nd FA 


N account of the character of the 

country, the Secretary of War has 
directed that the 2nd Field Artillery 
Battalion, stationed in the Canal Zone, 
be converted from portee artillery to 
pack artillery and that the conversion 
be made as rapidly as the arrival of 
animals and equipment will permit. 
Portee artillery carries its equipment, 
guns, ammunition and personnel on 
trucks. 

The animals for the battalion, 590 
in number, will leave the United States 
on a schedule beginning with the 
March 29th transport from San Fran- 
cisco. The second shipment will leave 
New York on May 9, the third from 
San Francisco on July 5, and the sixth 
and last shipment will leave the United 
States in November. 

The battalion will be equipped with 
twelve 75 mm. pack howitzers, includ- 
ing pack hangars and Phillips Pack 
Saddles, cargo type. However, the sad- 
dles will not be available until the 
fiscal year 1931. In the meantime the 
battalion will use 311 aparajos, which 
are now in storage in Panama.

N ORDER that graduate language officers of the Japanese language may have 
I an opportunity of refreshing their knowledge of this language, Secretary of 
War Hurley has directed that on the expiration of the detail of the officer at 
present on duty as Quartermaster at Nagasaki, Japan; this duty hereafter be 
performed by graduates of the Japanese language. : 2 
It has been found that if the knowledge of Japanese and Chinese, acquired 
by language officers at the expenditure of much time and money, is to be of 
continued value to the service, graduate language officers must be periodically 
returned to the Orient for the purpose of refreshing their knowledge. The post 
at Nagasaki offers an excellent opportunity for this purpose and at the same 
time offers the additional advantage of placing an officer on duty in Japan who 
already has a knowledge of the language and of general conditions. 





THEY ALL GET MORE EXCEPT THE NATIONAL DEFENSE FORCE 
FriGURES RECENTLY COMPILED by the National Bureau of Economic Re- 

search show that the average per-capita income in the United States more 
than doubled between 1909 and 1923. Since then it has steadily tmereased, ac- 
cording to the Wall Street Journal. “This enormous spending power,” the 
paper says, “is reflected in business. A great consuming power, as indicated by 
this income, assures an enormous consuming market, with consequent increase 
in the income of those businesses that furnish goods and service.” 

The total “realized income” of the people of the United States was $29,- 
605,000,000 in 1909; $65,925,000,000 in 1922 and $89,419,000,000 in 1928, accord- 
ing to the survey. The “realized income,” the Wall Street Journal points out, 
means that the sum mentioned does not include income “arising from exchanges 
in the value of property, odd-job employment, or service rendered by persons 
for their own family, which if included would have greatly raised the total.” 





91 CADETS QUALIFY, 41 OTHERS “HAKE” AIR CORPS 
PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS for cadets in the graduating class at the Mil- 
itary Academy who desire to be commissioned in the Air Corps next June 
have just been completed by a board of five flight surgeons headed by Maj. C. 
W. Cummings. The board reported to Maj. Gen. W. R. Smith, superintendent, 
that 211 cadets out of a class of 247 had taken the tests. 

The board reported that 79 cadets had failed to reach the rigid Air Corps 
physical requirements. On graduation this group, according to Gen. Smith, 
will be commissioned in other branches of the Army. Ninety-one cadets were 
found to be qualified for flying training, ten were provisionally accepted and 
31 had minor defects which must be waived by the Chief of Air Corps before 
they can be admitted to the Air Corps schools. 





PROMOTION SEEN FOR COL. KELLER IN HOUSE BILL. 

URING THE PAST WEEK a bill (H. R. 9932) was introduced by Repre- 

sentative Knutson authorizing the President to commission as a major gen-

HE USS V-6, now under construc- 
tion at the Mare Island Navy Yard 
will be launched on March 15, Rear 
Adm.

Francis V. Koesling, of 690 Market 
street, San Francisco, has been desig- 
nated as sponsor upon this occasion.

The V-6 will have a compiement of 
9 officers, 9 chief petty officers and 70 
other enlisted men. Her length over 
all is 371 feet, extreme breadth, 33 
feet 3 inches, with a draft of 15 feet 
11 inches. Displacement on the sur- 
face is 2,760; submerged, 3,960 tons. 





Against Promotion 


HE Secretary of the Navy has rec- 

ommended against the enactment 
of H. R. 9201, a bill to appoint Chief 
Gummer Clarence L. Tibbals, to the 
rank of lieutenant in the Navy, in rec- 
ognition of his services in submarine 
salvage work as a diver and diving 
expert, and as an inventor of subma- 
rine escape devices. Chief Gunner 
Tibbals was awarded the Navy cross 
in 1928 in recognition of his work as 
chief diving supervisor during the sal- 
vage of the USS S-4. 

“Although not wishing to depre- 
cate the excellent work done by this 
officer,” Acting Secretary Jahncke in- 
formed the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, “it is 
believed that it was merely another 
example of the varied, arduous, and 
productive labors carried out by the 
officers of the Navy in the regular line 
of their duty, and it is considered that 
no further reward should properly be 
made to Chief Gunner Tibbals.” 
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Rule on Medical Treatment 


Wire divergence of opinion as to 
allowable civilian medical aid for 

Naval and Marine Corps personnel oc- 
casioned the issue of the following in- 

structions by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion: 

In the absence of naval medical facil- 
ities, officers are entitled to civilian 
medical treatment at Government ex- 
pense when in a duty status. An offi- 
cer is not on duty when he is absent 
from his post of duty for his own 
pleasure or convenience, regardless of 
the time for which he is absent; nor 
can he while so absent be placed in a 
duty status by action of his superior 
officers for the purpose of having his 
medical bill defrayed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Enlisted men are not entitled to civil- 
ian medical treatment at Government 
expense unless they are ina duty status. 
In their case, however, the Comptroller 
General has held that they are in a 
duty status when on liberty granted for 
a period of 24 hours or less, and when 
taken ill or injured during such libe- 
erty, necessary expenses of medical 
treatment may be paid by the Govern- 
ment when naval medical aid or naval 
hospital facilities or public health hos- 
pitals are not available. 

He also held that when medical treat- 
ment of an enlisted man on liberty or 
leave granted in excess of 24 hours 
is authorized by his commanding offi- 
cer or other competent authority, his 
leave is automatically revoked and he 
reverts to a duty status. However, such 
authority must be actually transmitted 
to the person or institution having 
charge of the case, or to the man him- 
self. 

In addition the Comptroller General 
has held that such authority is not ret- 
roactive, and that the Government is 
not responsible for expenses incurred 
prior to the date the authorization is 
actually transmitted. Action of com- 
manding officers in stating that leave 
has been revoked as of a date prior to 
the date treatment is authorized, there- 
fore, is without authority of law. 

When treatment is authorized for a 
man on leave, instructions should be 
given for the rendition of bills.for nec- 
essary expenses incurred subsequent to 
such action for settlement by the Gov- 
ernment, the enlisted man being re- 
sponsible for the balance. 

It is the opinion of the Bureau that dis- 
cretion should be exercised in grant- 
ing authority for civilian medical treat- 
ment to men on leave. The law officers 
have consistently held over a_ long 
period of years that the Government 
has provided efficient medical and hos- 
pital facilities for the care of the per- 
sonnel of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
and if an officer or enlisted man vol- 
untarily leaves the vicinity of these 
facilities, it is not reasonable to ex- 
pect the Government to follow him 
wherever he may go and provide for 
his medical treatment. It is believed 
therefore, that each case should be 
given consideration and authority lim- 
ited to actual emergency cases such as 
serious accidents and long or serious 
illness where there is a probability of 
the man becoming a public charge, or in 
those cases where the man is among 
strangers and without funds. Author- 
ization in mild cases of illness or in- 
jury, particularly where the man is at 
home, is not believed to be justifiable.

Lt. Maser Killed 


T. WALTER GEORGE MaASER, 
USN, who was killed on board the 
USS Nevada, at Guantanamo Bay, 
during the launching of an airplane 
from a powder catapult was killed 
by gases rushing from the exhaust 
stack of the catapult and not by being 
blown to pieces in the airplane, of- 
ficial dispatches from the USS Nevada 
revealed. - 

Newspaper accounts of the accident 
stated that a charge of powder ex 
ploded in the catapult blowing the plane 
which Lt. Maser was operating to bits. 
The plane however was successfully 
launched and not damaged at all, the 
Navy Department announced. Both the 
operation of the catapult and the be 
havior of the plane were normal it 
every respect. 

The description of the accident, a§ 
given out by the Navy Department 
follows: 

“Lt. Maser was supervising an ail- 
plane launching from the powder cata 
pult mounted on the third turret of his 
ship. He gave the signal to fire, thet 
for a reason that may never be known, 
stepped into the immediate vicinity 
of the exhaust stack of the catapult 
After the launching was completed, 
in the normal manner of things, the 
powder gases which furnish the power 
to operate the catapult rushed out t 
the atmosphere through the exhaust 
stack. Lt. Maser was so near 
this rush of gas acting as it does like 
the blast from a gun, killed him 
stantly. Lt. Maser had long exper 
ence with this type of catapult 
must have been fully aware of 
danger of standing in the vicinity @ 
the exhaust stack.”

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New A. A. Spotting Method 

OTION pictures of shells bursting 
about an aerial target are util- 
ized in a spotting device recently de- 
veloped by Capt. A. M: Jackson, CAC. 
From the -pictures the antiaircraft 
gunners are able to tell accurately 
whether their shots were close enough 
to spray the enemy plane with shrap- 

nel or fragments of high explosive. 

The “Cinematic Spotter” employs 
two motion picture cameras, one at 
the battery position and another a 
measured distance away on a flank. 
The cameras are sychronized by means 
of an electric timing arrangement. 
They repiace the present observers, 
who experience great difficulty in lo- 
cating all bursts due to the speed of 
modern antiaircraft fire, which reaches 
100 shots per minutes for a battery of 
four guns. 

To assist him in the development of 
the cinematic spotter, Capt. Jackson 
last year took a Special course in op- 
tics at the University of Paris. On his 
return he supervised the manufacture of 
the present model of the device at 
rankford Arsenal. It will be given an 
extensive test at Ft. Monroe, beginning 
March 1, under the auspices of the 
Coast Artillery Board. 





Deplores AC Resignations 


T. JAMES H. DOOLITTLE, noted 
daring Army flier, has resigned 
from the Air Corps to become avia- 
tion engineer for the Shell Oil Com- 
pany, with headquarters in St. Louis. 
The Los Angeles Evening Herald, 
under the heading “Army Ace Quits— 
Why Not?” printed the following ed- 
itorial comment: 

“Well known on many aviation fields 
as the army’s crack flier, Lt. Jimmy 
Doolittle has resigned his commission 
to work for an oil firm. His salary, 
though not stated, will be many times 
greater than the pay of a lieutenant. 

“Doolittle’s resignation is merely the 
latest of a long series of withdrawals 
which is stripping the army of its best 
officers, not only in aviation, but in 
other branches as well. 

“The pay of officers and enlisted men 
is about 50 per cent of what it used 
to be, judged by increasing salaries in 
civil life and higher costs of living. 

“An officer in charge of a $30,000,- 
000 battleship is fortunate to draw 
$400 or $500 a month. 

“Gen. Pershing alone of the higher 
officers in both services gets more 
than $10,000 a year. 

“Rich old Uncle Sam, paying star- 
vation wages to his trained defenders, 
wonders why they quit—and lets it go 
at that. Still, he has his Kellogg 
Peace Pact; he should worry!” 





Cheyenne Gets Big Beacon 


Cheyenne, (Special)—Boeing Sys- 
tem has installed one of the largest 
airway beacons in the United States 
on its new main base hangar at Chey- 
enne. It casts a beam 500,000,000 
candle power strong, visible on a clear 
night for 125 miles. It is for use only 
on stormy nights. 

This light supplements the twenty- 
four inch revolving beacon and the 
flood light system for the field. An 
electric generating plant, indepen- 
dent of that of the city of Cheyenne 
has been installed at the field.

Encourage Contact Details 

T IS desired, states a recent War De- 

partment communication, that con- 
tact courses be established for Air 
Corps and ground arms officers, where 
circumstances permit. Corps Area and 
Department Commanders are author- 
ized to attach Air Corps officers un- 


der their commands to units of ground 
arms for brief periods of time and, 
similarly, to attach officers from 
ground arms to Air Corps units. The 
purpose is to enable these officers by 
association to establish the sound, mu- 
tual understanding which will lead to 
intelligent tactical cooperation. Such 
attachments are to be made only dur- 
ing periods when the training being 
conducted by the units concerned is of 
such type as will prove most instruc- 
tive to officers of other arms. 

Chiefs of Arms are authorized to 
make similar interchange of Air Corps 
and ground officers on duty at stations 
under their control. In the event that 
appropriate units are not available at 
exempted stations, chiefs of arms are 
authorized to make the necessary ar- 
rangements with local commanders. 

Air Corps officers detached from Air 
Corps units for this purpose will be al- 
lowed opportunities to qualify for and 
to retain their flying pay status. How- 
ever, insufficiency of funds precludes 
placing on a flying status for pay pur- 
poses the officers of grounds arms at- 
tached to Air Corps units. Accord- 
ingly, participation in flights while on 
such duty should be optional, it is 
recommended.

NOTIFIED. ef the “introdyction by 

Mr. Twohig in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives of a bill to 
prohibit the manufacture, sale, or de- 
livery of pistols, Secretary of War 
Hurley wrote as follows to the Smith 
and Wesson Company: 

“The War Department is naturally 
hesitant to express its views on any 
matter which is apparently the sole 
concern of one of the several States, 
and believes it is not justified in doing 
so unless the matter in question has 
some direct bearing on the common 
problem of national defense. 

“In this case the War Department’s 
concern arises from the fact that un- 
der the law it is charged with the ‘as- 
surance of adequate provision for the 
mobilization of material and industrial 
organization essential to war-time 
needs.’ Since in any future emergency 
the nation would be absolutely depend- 
ent upon private industry for 90 per 
cent of the pistols and revolvers nec- 
essary to maintain our forces, it is es- 
sential in the interests of national de- 
fense that existing establishments for 
the manufacture of these weapons re- 
main in being. On the other hand, 
the War Department is in entire ac- 
cord with the efforts being made to 
prevent the acquisition of firearms by 
our criminal classes, but trusts that 
the various legislative bodies will find 
a way to accomplish this without less- 
ening the ability of the country prop- 
erly arm its citizens in case we are 
forced into a war. 

“In short, the department would like 
to conform its policies to the best 
thought on the subject, consistent, of 
course, with the recognized necessity 
for the use of such arms in the event 
of a national emergency.” 

Coi. Townsend Whelan, OD, Spring- 
field Armory, has been sent to appear 
before the legislative committee in op- 
position to the bill. 





Will Test Junior Leaders 


FOr the purpose of stimulating in- 
terest in the individual training of 
lieutenants and non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the 1st Division in those sub- 
jects which directly bear on their com- 
bat-efficiency as junior leaders, com- 
petitions have been prescribed to be 
held yearly in all organizations of the 
division, to be based on practical prob- 
lems actually solved in the field with 
troops fully equipped for field service. 
In the Infantry rifle companies, 
corporals, sergeants and lieutenants 
will be tested in their knowledge of the 
conduct of their units acting alone in 
attack, defense, or the service of se- 
curity, flank combat, convoy escort, 
etc., seven men to a squad, three 
squads to a section, and two sections 
to a platoon to be employed. Gun em- 
placements, characteristics of the ma- 
chine gun, compositions and functions 
of units, will be the required knowl- 
edge of Infantry machine gun company 
junior officers. 

Field Artillery personnel will be 
tested in a problem drawn up to in- 
clude reconnaissance, selection and oc- 
cupation of a position, simulated deliv- 
ery of fire in support of Infantry and 
a change of position to the front or 
rear. 

The tactical and technical knowl- 
edge, tactical ability, combat leader- 
— and resourcefulness of non-coms 

lieutenants of the Corps of En- 
gineers will be determined by prac- 
tical tests drawn up by the command- 
ing officer, Ist Engrs. 

Junior officers of the special troops 
will undergo such professional tests 
as the commanding officer may deter- 
mine. 

As far as practicable, all lieutenants 
on duty with units included in the 
scope of this competition will enter 
as competitors and not less than one 
sergeant and two ef each 
company or similar organization. 

In the Infantry regiments, one lieu- 
tenant, one sergeant, and one corporal 
will be recommended to receive the Di- 
vision award from each battalion in 
the rifle company competition and one 
of each similar rank from the com- 
bined machine gun companies. In the 
Ist Engineers, and in the 2nd Bat- 
talion, 7th FA, one lieutenant, one 
sergeant and one ral will be rec- 
ommended, while in Special Troo 
one lieutenant and two non 
sioned officers will be recommended 
to represent all its 

The successful contestants in these 





competitions will be awarded Division- 
al bronze medals.

The 
Oak Leaf Cluster has been adopted as 
this device for this purpose. 
The citation accompanying the award 
reads as follows: 
“Frank R. McCoy, major general, 
then brigadier general, United States 
Army. For exceptionally meritorious 
and distinguished services. As per- 
sonal representative of the President 
in Nicaragua and Chairman of the 
Electoral Board during 1927 and 1928, 
General McCoy combined to a marked 
degree the qualities of diplomat and 
soldier and displayed excellent and 
sound judgment in a position of great 
responsibility, conducting a difficult 
mission with fairness, justice and tact, 
thereby commanding the respect of all 
factions, the acceptance by all political 
parties of the results of the election 
and the free expression of the Nica- 
raguan people.

“The measure of worth, whether to a civil employer or to the Government, is respon- 
sibility... NAVY’S COMMENT ON BUREAU OF EFFICIENCY REPORT. 


ETRENCHMENT in governmental expenditures and curtailment of congres- 
sional appropriations should have no bearing on the fate of the proposed 
service pay revision. It is a question that should be settled on its merits solely. 
If the Joint Committee’s study and investigation shows the military personnel 
are underpaid or are unfairly compensated, the defect should be remedied without 
delay or without regard to proposed economies. Funds are available for numer- 
ous new projects and the money should be found to insure fair treatment for 
the officers and men of the services. 





ORTUNATELY the people of this nation constitute the ultimate government 
and their demands and wishes, if persisted in, become realities through the 
medium of representative democracy. 

Regardless of other considerations, no one can dispute the fact that every 
element of the country which has expressed itself has been in favor of the pro- 
posed service pay revision. From no source has disfavor been expressed. Surely 
Congress, particularly after it has become acquainted with the justice of the de- 
mands through its own study, will heed the people’s will and vote the needed pay 
schedules. The flood of opinion from business, professional and laboring classes 
calling for service pay improvement can hardly be stemmed by the cry of econ- 
omy, especially when those who support the expenditures involved are those who 
pay the nation’s bills. 





EAR ADMIRAL HILARY P. JONES, “Grand Old Man of the Navy,” is 
coming home, a sick man. Unable to continue his work with the American 
delegation, he sailed this week, under the physician’s orders. 

The whole Navy and the American people are “pulling for him” to get well. 
He has endeared himself to his service and to the people by his whole-hearted 
devotion to his country and by his unremitting service to the cause to which he 
devoted his life. 

His absence from the council table at London will be felt in the event the 
conference goes on with its work. He had the confidence of his superiors and 
the representatives of the other powers. His sound judgment and impartial atti- 
tude made his advice invaluable in a crisis. 

Official recognition of his services should be forthcoming. Congress should 
take steps to honor an officer who, after a long and brilliant career in active 
service, has, since his retirement, worked unceasingly and most effectively in 
the cause of international naval agreement. 





QWHATEVER the outcome of the London Conference and it is now obvious, 

as the Journal has consistantly argued from its inception last summer, that 
no reduction is possible, there is grave doubt whether the cause of peace and 
international good will has been served by the well-intentioned movement to 
curtail naval armament. 

It must be plain to the most confirmed pacifist that no one of the naval 
powers is willing to sacrifice any of its existing naval strength for the cause; 
that no one of them will scrap fighting ships to open the way for an agreement 
that will mean reduction; that the only possible agreement will mean enlarging 
instead of reducing naval expenditures. 

Rightly the administration here is worried over the effect a collapse of the 
conference would have here and abroad. Mr. Hoover is whole-heartedly seeking 
to promote a better international understanding and is convinced that naval re- 
duction is a vital step to that end. Now that things have gone this far it 
becomes a matter of grave concern to insure at least a partial success and 
prevent the bitterness and bad results that would follow a flat failure to get 
any results. 





TALK of a three power pact with Italy and France eliminated is not being 

received with notable enthusiasm. It seems apparent that the scope of such 
an agreement would be little wider than what is possible to secure with all 
five participating and no treaty that does not produce practical results will 
fully satisfy the American people. 

Behind the screen of suave diplomacy and the fraternal expressions of good 
will, all has not been a love feast. Naturally there has been some bitterness 
engendered and an adjournment without achievement would leave the five great 
powers much further apart than before. 

The battleship is the ace in the hole. If all else fails it is still possible to 
get together on a postponement of the replacement program, eliminate a few 
of the older ships and augment this with an “understanding” tending to human- 
ize submarine warfare. If France persists in her present attitude and makes no 
concessions, this outcome seems the logical expectation. 





NEWS DISPATCHES from France tell of a new destroyer speed record re- 

cently set. The “Bison,” a destroyer leader, during speed trials attained a 
record pace of 41 miles an hour. Later accounts advise, however, that this was 
reached under the most favorable conditions, and was not maintained for any 


distance. 





(THE PROMOTION PROBLEM, always a knotty one, is receiving renewed at- 
tention in Congress. The Senate already has passed Senator Reed’s bill and 
that is now awaiting the will of the members of the lower house. Representative 
McSwain has introduced a bill including promotion and retirement features as 
well as a revision of the promotion list for which he has leng been a staunch 
advocate. The Senate bill embodies purely promotion and retirement features 
and does not include the revision plan. 
In accordance with its policy of presenting all sides of these questions the 
Army and Navy Journal this week sets forth Mr. McSwain’s explanation of his 
continued support of revision.

IN THE JOURNAL 
60 YEARS AGO 


A new edition of “The History of 
West Point,” first published in 1863, 
has been announced by Major Boyn- 
ton, to be released early this Summer. 
It will contain many maps and illus- 
trations and is to be as complete as 
possible. 

The standard height for recruits for 
infantry regiments of the line of the 
British army has been raised from 5 
feet 6 inches to 5 feet 8 inches. All 
recruiting, whether at headquarters of 
corps or districts, is to be carried om 
at this standard which applies to reg! 
ments stationed in India also. 

The House Naval Committee has ap- 
pointed a subcommittee composed of 
Messres.

AJ. LYMAN PATTERSON, Air 

. Corps, Maryland National Guard 
and captain, Air Corps Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, died at the Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital, Baltimore, in the early 
morning of Feb. 22, 1930, as the re- 
sult of an airplane crash. Taking off 
in a commercial plane at Logan Field, 
Baltimore, the previous afternoon, 
Capt. Patterson as pilot, when an al- 
titude of less than 200 feet had been 
attained, observers heard the engine 
suddenly, pick up and then die com- 
pletely, the airplane falling at once. 

Capt. Patterson was born at Balti- 
more, August 13, 1898, and on August 
6, 1917, became a flying cadet in the 
Aviation Section of the Signal Corps, 
U. S. Army. Following conclusions of 
the technical aeronautical course at the 
school then established at Princeton 
University by the Army, he received 
his flying training at a field in Texas, 
being found qualified upon graduation 
as a pilot of all types of airplanes. 
Appointed 2nd Lieutenant, Air Serv- 
ice, USA, he was on Long Island under 
orders for France when the Armistice 
was signed. Subsequently he was de- 
tailed as a flying instructor at Bolling 
Field, D. C. After the war Capt. Pat- 
terson entered the Air Corps, Maryland 
National Guard. An unusually able 
pilot and devoted to flying, he was 
among those with the greatest number. 
of flying hours in the United States. 
In recognition of his splendid record 
his native state conferred on him 
(posthumously), the grade of Major, 
Air Corps, Maryland National Guard, 
the appointment, also a General Order, 
being issued the date of the flying offi- 
cer’s death. 

Services were conducted at the 
Church of St. Michael and All Angels, 
Baltimore, Md., on the 24th instant, the 
large attendance indicating the high 
esteem and affectionate regard in which 
Capt. Patterson was held. The pall- 
bearers, officers of his Air Squadron, 
were Maj.

to its language when the War Depart-~ 


ment began to construe it. 

But when my bill comes up for con- 
sideration I intend to make the issue 
sharp and clear to the mind of every 
member. If a member votes to sustain 
the status quo and to perpetuate these 
provisional second lieutenants in their 
ascendancy over these older and more 
experienced emergency officers, then 
he shall know, if my written and 
spoken words can convey my meaning 
to his mind, that he is voting for the 
absurd and unfair state of affairs that 
I have pictured. If that member can 
justify that vote back in his district 
when he meets the friends and rela- 
tives of these older and more experi- 
enced emergency officers, then that 
member will be fortunate. But I be- 
lieve that it will be easier for that 
member to justify his vote on the 
ground by which I justify my vote, to- 
wit, justice and common sense and fair 
play. Of course, some of these second 
lieutenants have relatives in my dis- 
trict. Of course, I must incur their 
enmity and hostility. That is the re- 
sponsibility of every legislator. He 
cannot please everybody and he must 
choose in this issue between the friends 
and relatives of these second lieuten- 
ants who are the beneficiaries of this 
monstrous and demoralizing arrange- 
ment of the promotion list, and the 
friends and relatives of the older and 
more widely experienced officers, but 
who are suffering from the unjust, un- 
fair, unreasonable and unnecessary ar- 
rangement of the promotion list. As 
between these two groups, I feel that 
justice and a sense of fair play and 
decent and humane consideration of the 
feelings of the wives and grown daugh- 
ters and sons of these older emer- 
gency officers, require me to take the 
stand I have taken in this issue. 

For years after the war I could hard- 
ly believe that this absurdly unreason- 
able and ridiculously unjust thing had 
been done. A few of my friends com- 
plained, but I could not realize what 
had happened. Finally, when the pro- 
motion list itself was shown me and 
I saw the names of officers that I 
knew, with some of these provisional 
second lieutenants whom I knew on the 
promotion list over 3,000 files above 
emergency officers that I knew to be at 
least 10 years older and to have just 
as much natural ability and just as 
much or more education, and to 
have had at least 10 years of actual 
experience in competitive affairs and 
to have commanded in war regiments, 
battalions and companies—when I saw 
this with my own eyes, I could hardly 
believe my eyes and it took days. for 
me to realize just the full and fatal 
consequences of such arrangement. 

So it is idle now’ to talk about whc 
is responsible for what is commonly 
called “The Crime of 1920.” The im- 
portant fact is that the unjust and out- 
rageous thing was done. The only 
thing to consider now is, “Shall we 
correct it?” I believe it should be cor- 
rected, even if 10 years have passed. 
The longer this condition remains, the 
more conspicuous and outrageous will 
be the consequences. In a few years 
these older emergency officers, who 
must remain ca >tains as long as they 
remain in the Army, will be at drill 
and on parade, and about various mil- 
itary duties and their white hair will 
contrast with the raven locks of the 
youngsters who will be majors and 
lieutenant colonels, proudly sitting on: 
their horses, while the gray-haired 
captain marches by. When we enter 
the social life of the post and con- 
trast the ages of the families, and con- 
trast their living quarters, and con- 
trast their incomes, then the outrage 
will be more conspicuous, 

If any friends of these provisional 
second lieutenants suggest as a reme- 
dy for this strange situation that the 
older emergency officers should resign 
and thus save themselves and their 
families from this embarrassment, I 
answer that the country called these 
older emergency officers away from 
their wives and children in 1917, not 
by draft, but by the offer of commis- 
sions. These emergency officers volun- 
teered and bravely and joyfully fought 
their qountry’s battles. When the

HELP SECOND GRADE 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
Now, as the pay bill looms up as a 

reality, we wish you would inter- 
cede for the second grade, and see if 
you could not have their pay boosted 
a little. Don’t you think that there 
is too much difference in the pay of a 
technical sergeant and a master, in 
view of the fact that a great number of 
technical sergeants are doing a master 
sergeant’s work. There is a difference 
of $51.00 in pay. That is an injustice 
to the man who has passed the exam- 
ination for master, and has to wait for 
a vacancy, and you know how slow they 
are in coming. If a man passes the 
examination, he is eligible; then he 
should get nearer the pay mark of the 
master. And I think the enlisted man, 
privates, should have an increase, for 
we want a better class of men, and we 
can’t get them if we do not pay them 
more. I think there are other ways of 
economizing and making up the differ- 
ence. 

lst—The military instructors in the 
different State schools and colleges 
should be retired officers and enlisted 
men, paid by the school or college. Any 
retired man would work for a small 
salary, in connection with his retired 
pay. These DEML men could be put 
back with their organizations, and in 
a number of instances, relieve a civil 
service employe and save his salary. 
It seems the enlisted man was entirely 
forgotten, maybe, as they were not 
represented on the Pay Board. For the 
actual work they do, their pay should 
be boosted. They work early and late. 

And. one more economy is that if 
QT’s were only furnished to the com- 
pany officers, a great saving would be 
mai and a better living condition 
established; and would cause the post 
to be surrounded with a much better 
type of buildings, for all houses would 
be built with the view of a good rent, 
and it would bring schools and all other 
necessities for a model neighborhood 
right to the post.

REMINISCENCES 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
QOME THIRTY years ago the writer 

of this narrative was Deputy 4th 
Auditor of the S. Treasury at 
Washington, D. C. This _ position 
brought him in actual contact with 
a variety of claimants for arrears of 
pay, for losses on stranded vessels, 
bounty, prize money, pay for vessels 
of war, etc. They represented all 
classes of rank in the Navy-high and 
low-Admirals, Commodores, Captains 
Lieutenants, high privates, band 
masters, ordinary seamen, including 
big corporations with demands from a 
dollar up to the hrndreds of thous- 
ands. 

On February 19, 1890, Congress 
passed an act for the relief of the suf- 
ferers by the wreck of the U. S. ves- 
sels Trenton and Vandalia, and the 
stranding of the U. S. Nipsic at Apia, 
Samoa Islands, March 16, 1889. It 
provided that the personal losses of 
both officers and men should be reim- 
bursed by the United States, the offi- 
cers to certify as to the value of the 
losses and affidavits were required of 
the enlisted men as to their losses. 
Under said law a large sum was al- 
lowed and paid by the accounting offi- 
cers of the Treasury. All sorts of 
items were included in the claims pre- 
sented, and one Pay Clerk, whose 
claims went through so easy and with- 
out objection, felt so badly because he 
had not “padded” his claim, that he 
concocted a scheme to represent an of- 
ficer of said vessels who had not met 
with any loss, and came to Washing- 
ton to make and advocate a claim of 
this character and sought a well known 
attorney for the purpose. 

Without questioning she right of the 
claimant to the title of Ensign of the 
Navy (now Admiral H. P. Jones, 
USN) the attorney promptly fur- 
nished him with a blank form of ap- 
plication to the Fourth Auditor on 
which he proceeded to fill in detail a 
list of the articles of wearing apparel, 
etc., to the extent of $975.00 and cer- 
tified as correct, as the law provided; 
that he lost the same by the wrecking 
of the Nipsic. The claim was duly 
filed in the Department and taken up 
in its turn, signature compared with 
that on roll in the Auditor’s office and 
found upon examination to be correct. 

The claim was subsequently allowed 
by me as Acting Auditor and the cer- 
tificate and papers sent to the Second 
Controller for his examination. With- 
in a few days the claim was returned 
approved and the official certificate 
sent to the Navy Pay office, corner 
15th and New York avenue for pay- 
ment. In a few days that office be- 
gan to receive telephone messages from 
the claimant from different points in 
the city, asking if check could not be 
sent to him by mail, as it was not 
convenient for him to call at the of- 
fice and receipt for the money. He 
was informed by Geo W. Bagg, 
leading clerk for the Paymaster, that 
it was customary to require claim- 
ants when in the city, to appear in 
person. After repeated efforts on the 
part of the claimant to have the office 
the custom, a suspicion was 
aroused at the pay office that some- 
thing was wrong, and being advised 
of this, I requested that the official 
certificate be returned to my office to 
await developments. 

The matter was taken up with the 
secret’ service division of the Treas- 
ury Department, with a view to find 
out who the claimant might be, it be- 
ing determined by this time that he 
was impersonating the officer whose 


Gold Star Mother Bill 


‘THE House. this. week passed a }ijj 
amending the Gold Star Mothers’ 
‘Act of March 2, 1929, and the act was 
brought up before the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee yesterday. 

Under the amendment, the Scere. 
tary of War is allowed to detail Maj, 
Gen. B. F. Cheatham, to active duty, 
in order that he may be placed in 
charge of the pilgrimage. All re 
strictions governing the detailing of 
officers would be removed in order that 
the Secretary of War may assign as 
many officers as he may deem neces. 
sary. The travel expenses of officers 
and the pay and expenses of civilian 
employes shall be paid from the ap- 
propriations made for the conduct of 
the pilgrimage and not from existing 
appropriations made for the support 
of the War Department if the bil] -is 
enacted. 

It is also provided that any mother 
or widow who may be compelled to 
remain in Europe over the prescribed 
eriod of two weeks as a a result of 
illness or other unavoidable cause may 
be provided at Government expense, 
and in case of the death of any of 
those making the pilgrimage, the ex. 
pense of the preparation for burial 
and transportation with an escort to 
their homes will be borne by the Goy. 
ernment. 

A number of bills have been intro. 
duced in the Senate this session seek- 
ing to amend the Gold Star Mothers’ 
Act which will be considered by the 
committee. One of these provides 
that a mother or widow may receive 
in lieu of the trip, the expense of it, 
estimated to be about $800. Another 
would extend to fathers of the de. 
ceased soldiers, sailors, and marines 
now interned in the cemeteries of Eu- 
rope the privilege of making the trip, 
while still another would allow all the 
who died in Europe during the period 
sailors and marines of World War, 
widows and mothers of the soldiers, 
April 5, 1919 and July 1, 1921 to make 
the trip.

May Use New Chevrons

THE CHIEF of the Militia Bureau, 

Maj. Gen. William G. Everson, has 
authorized the issue of the new type 
chevrons for wear with the new roll- 
collar uniform provided the cost can 
be met from savings in the clothing 
replacement allowance of the States 
requestimg them. 

In the interest of economy the old 
style chevrons will continue to be worn 
with the old style uniforms until the 
Present stocks become exhausted. 
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Train Junior Reserves 


J[NSTRUCTIONS relative to the train- 

ing of Reserve Officers, fiscal year 
1931, recently issued, provide that ev- 
ery effort shall be made to train the 
maximum number of captains and lieu- 
tenants. Field officers ordered to ac- 
tive duty will be employed to the full- 
est extent in the conduct of training 
and tactical exercises. The propor- 
tion of field officers placed on active 
duty by Corps Area and Department 
commanders will not exceed 10 per cent 
of the total number of trainees. At 
least 80 per cent will belong to the 
combat arms, and a larger percentage 
is pronounced desirable. 

Every opportunity should be afford- 
ed recent ROTC graduates to take this 
training, the instructions state. Prior- 
ity ‘should then be given those Reserve 
Officers who will be needed in the first 
period of a general mobilization. Pref- 
erence in all other selections should 
be given those units and individuals 
who have been satisfactorily complet- 
ing the inactive duty training prescrib- 
ed by Corps Area commanders. 


The number of Reserve Officers who 
had received training in three succes- 
sive years increased from 2,890 in the 
fiscal year 1928 to 4,667 in the fiscal 
year 1929, while, at the same time 2,- 
200 officers were denied training due 
to lack of funds. It is therefore urged 
that the number of officers ordered to 
active duty in successive years be min- 
imized as far as practicable, excep- 
tions being made in the cases of of- 
ficers assigned to Regular Army units, 
those who are especially desired for 
duty as instructors and for similar co- 
gent reasons. 

The appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1931 provide for 130 Reserve Of- 
ficers for 30 days, as instructors at the 
CMT camps. The funds for these will 
be apportioned to Corps Areas in the 
same proportions as for last year. 


The number of trainees to be train- 
ed during 1930 will be governed by the 
War Department Appropriation Bill 
which as yet has not been passed by 
the Congress. It is anticipated, how- 
ever, that the numbers of each com- 
ponent will be approximately the same 
as were provided for the fiscal year 
1930. 

Training agencies will be authorized 
to obligate, during the first quarter, 
fiscal year 1931, 99 per cent of the 
funds for pay and allowances, mileage 
and camp expenses for 14-day trainees 
of the Organized Reserves and for 
CMTC instructors belonging to the Or- 
ganized Reserves, so as to enable them 
to train during that quarter as many 
of their quotas as practicable. 





Stress Defense Cooperation 


Detroit (Special) — Adequate na- 
tional defense and naval disarmament 
in accordance with the Naval policy 
adopted in 1920 were reconciled by 
Col. Walter E. Cole, president of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, in an address before 
Michigan Chapter, Naval Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association. 

The policy of the United States, he 
said, is defensive and not offensive. He 
quoted a recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court: 

“The genius and character of our in- 
stitutions are peaceful, and the power 
to declare war was not conferred upon 
Congress for the purpose of aggres- 
sion or aggrandizement, but to enable 
the general government to vindicate by 
arms if it should become necessary, its 
own rights and the rights of its citi- 
zens.” 

Col. Cole pointed out that our pro- 
tective agencies are far from adequate, 
but said that the organizations of civ- 
ilian components of our national de- 
fense forces—the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation of the United States, the Na- 
val Reserve Officers’ Association, the 
Marine Corps’ Officers’ . Association, 
the ROTC Association, and the National 
Rifle Association could, by consistent 
cooperation, contribute to the bringing 
about of adequate defense measures, 
and that their representatives were as 
a matter of fact periodically meeting” 
in Washington with that end in view.

Brigade, which he commanded until his 
return to the United States in June, 
1919. 

July 15, the same year, he reverted 
to his regular rank of colonel, Field 
Artillery, and was assigned to the 
Army War College, Washington, D. C., 
as instructor. Col. Bishop remained on 
duty at the Army War College until 
February, 1921, when he became chief 
of the Training and Instruction Branch, 
War Department General Staff. Feb- 
ruary 14, 1922, he was transferred to 
Headquarters, Fourth Corps Area, as 
Chief of Staff, where he remained until 
August, 1922, when he sailed for the 
Philippine Islands, to become Chief of 
Staff of the Philippine Department. 
Returning to the United States in 
April, 1925, he was assigned to Ft. Sam 
Houston, Tex., in command of the 15th 
Field Artillery, which command he con- 
tinued to exercise until February, 1927, 
when he was transferred to Ft. Sill, 
Oklahoma, as a student officer, Field 
Artillery School. Returning to Ft. Sam 
Houston in May of the same year, he 
continued in command of the 15th Field 
Artillery until August 2, 1927, when he 
was ordered to Ft. Hoyle, Md., in com- 
mand of the 6th Field Artillery. 

In February, 1929, Col. Bishop was 
transferred to Schofield Barracks, 

H., and assigned to command the 8th 
Field Artillery, which duty he is at 
present performing. 

Col. Bishop is an officer of the French 
Legion of Honor and has received the 
United States Distinguished Service 
Medal, the citation for which is as fol- 
lows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and 
distinguished services. While in com- 
mand of the 3rd Field Artillery Brig- 
ade, during the battles of the Meuse- 
Argonne and in the subsequent advance 
to Sedan, by his skill and able leader- 
ship, rendered exceptionally valuable 
services.” 





Studies Destroyer Boilers 
AN investigation into the proposed 
disposal of the 58 destroyers which 
were decommissioned several months 
ago with a view to scrapping them, has 
been instituted by the Naval Affairs 
Committee of the House. When de- 
commissioned it was announced that de- 
fects in the boilers of the vessels, all 
of which are of the Yarrow type, made 
it impractical to replace the defective 
boilers. With the submission of a re- 
port of a board of inspection and sur- 
vey going into details of the defects 
and also recommending their disposal, 
the committee decided to look into the 
matter. 

Representative McClintic, of Okla- 
homa, hearing of the proposal for the 
first time, addressed a letter to the 
Navy Department asking for details 
about the matter and also under what 
law the Department had the authority 
to scrap such a number of vessels. H 
then raised the issue at the meeting of 
the Naval Affairs Committee on Wed- 
nesday. The committee decided to look 
into the question and sent word to the 
Acting Secretary of the Navy, Ernest 
Lee Jahncke, requesting him to appear 
before them, to testify next week. Rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau of Engi- 
neering would also be called upon, it 
was indicated. 

Capt. Harry K. Cage, of the Office of 
Naval Operations, who was present at 
the meeting, told the committee that it 
would cost $100,000 to replace boilers 
in each of the destroyers and probably 
another $100,000 to replace other mis- 
cellaneous equipment which is worn 
out. As the vessels are over ten years 
old, being built during the World War, 
he said, progress in naval construction 
has made it advisable that they be re- 
placed rather than repaired, in view of 
the cost of the renovation, and of the 
increased yearly engineering repair 
costs

N. Y. Makes Ward Maj. Gen. 
UNDER a law recently passed by the 


legislature authorizing the adjut- 
ant general of the State of New York 


to hold the rank of major general un- 
der terms dealing with lengt hof serv- 
ice and experience, the State Senate 
on Feb. 24, unanimously confirmed 
without reference the nomination of 


Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt promoting 
Brig. Gen. Franklin W. Ward, The Ad- 
jutant of the State, to the grade of 
major general. 

This promotion is unique in that New 
York is the only State to authorize its 
adjutant general to hold that rank. 
The, grade is considered appropriate 
for this State, because of the size of 
its guard and naval militia. 

More to show their high esteem and 
regard than to celebrate his promo- 
tion, the friends of Gen. Ward through- 
out the State are preparing to tender 
him a testimonial dinner at the Ten 
Eyck Hotel, Albany, April 5. Gov. 
Roosevelt, Lt. Gov. Lehman and Gen. 
John J. Pershing, have accepted hon- 
orary membership, and a working com- 
mittee headed by Maj. Gen. William 
N. Haskell, Commanding the National 
Guard; Hon. J. Griswold Webb, Maj. 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, war-time com- 
mander of the 27th Division- Hon. Jo- 
seph A. McGinnies, Speaker of the As- 
sembly; Rear Adm. William B. Frank- 
lm, Commanding the Naval Militia, 
and Col. Thomas Fairservis, Command- 
ing the present 106th Infantry, of 
Brooklyn, have organized to make the 
affair one of the season’s largest ban- 
quets. 

Gen. Ward started his military 
career as a private soldier over 40 
years ago and has won his way to his 
present position of trust and import- 
ance through an unending devotion to 
duty and an outstanding ability as a 
troop commander and staff officer. He 
was made a 2nd lieutenant in the 9th 
Regiment, N. Y. NG, in New York 
City, during the Spanish-American 
War. During the Mexican Border dif- 
ficulty he served with Gen. O’Ryan. in 
the 6th (N. Y.) Division, along the 
Rio Grande River, as Division Ad- 
jutant. 

In the World War he was acting 
chief of staff of the 27th Division, and 
during the Somme Offensive in France, 
which included the smashing of the 
Hindenburg Line, he was promoted to 
command the 106th Infantry and es- 
tablished his unquestionable right to 
the title of a troop commander of the 
highest order. For his work he was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal by the United States, the high- 
est decoration within the power of the 
President to bestow upon war heroes 
for superior military leadership. He 
has received many foreign decorations 
in addition to those of the United 
States and the State of New York. 

Gen. Ward is a graduate of the 
Army School of the Line of Langres, 
France, and is listed by the War De- 
partment as a member of the Initial 
General Staff Eligibility List. He 
served on the General Staff at Wash- 
ington for nearly three years during 
the reorganization of the Army of the 
United States under the National De- 
fense Act of 1920. Before his appoint- 
ment as Adjutant General of the State 
by Gov. Alfred E. Smith, he command- 
ed the 53rd Infantry Brigade, N. Y. 
NG, consisting of the 105th, 106th and 
10th Infantry regiments.

13, 1929, pending sailing for Manila, 
P. L, on a Government transport, and 
on Aug. 10, 1929, was assigned to duty 
at his old permanent station, Ft. Mon- 
roe, he is not entitled to commercial 
cost of transportation for his depend- 
ents who traveled to Philadelphia af- 
ter issuance of the original orders, as 
no right to such transportation accrued 
under the act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 
631. 

A-30216. (S) Army pay—Continu- 
ous service—National Guard drafted 
into Federal Service. 

In determining the enlistment period 
in which an enlisted man of the Na- 
tional Guard is entitled to be carried 
when drafted into the Federal Service 
under the act of June 3, 1916, 39 Stat.

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Coat of Arms Approved 

HE Secretary of War has approved 

a coat of arms for the 134th Field 
Artillery, Ohio National. Guard. The 
shield is red for artillery, with a gold 
Lorraine cross in the center for serv- 
ice in Lorraine during the World War. 
To represent descent from the ist Regi- 
ment, Ohio Light Artillery of the Civil 
War there is a blue saltire or cross 
(X) on a gold canton or square in dex- 
ter chief (upper military right corner). 

The motto is “Fides et Audax” 
(Faithful and Bold). 

The regiment was organized May 6, 
1886, as lst Regiment Light Artillery 
from existing independent artillery 
units, the oldest being the 45th Inde- 
pendent Battery of Toledo organized 
Nov. 23, 1872. 

During the Spanish War a number 
of batteries were converted into Cav- 
alry and Infantry; the regiment re- 
duced to a battalion and designated 1st 
Battalion Ohio Volunteer Artillery, be- 
ing stationed at Chickamauga and los- 
ing 13 men from disease. 

After the Spanish War the regiment 
reverted to its former state status and 
the transferred batteries were return- 
ed, but on April 14, 1899, the regi- 
ment was disbanded; some units con- 
tinuing as “unattached batteries.” 

On Sept. 23, 1911, the three then ex- 
isting batteries were designated the 
Battalion of Field Artillery, Ohio NG, 
which on July 11, 1916, was mustered 
into Federal service as the 1st Bat- 
talion, FA, Ohio NG, for Mexican Bor- 
der duty, serving at El Paso, Sept. 7, 
1916, to March 12, 1917. The Battalion 
was not mustered out of Federal serv- 
ice but was station successively at Ft. 
Sheridan, Camp Perry, and Ft. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, where it was expanded 
into a six-battery regiment by addition 
of units raised in Ohio. . It arrived in 
France via England July 13, 1918, serv- 
ing in Lorraine with the 92d and 28th 
(United States) Divisions and 2nd Co- 
lonial (French) Corps. The regiment 
was demobilized at Camp Sherman, 
Ohio, April 9, 1919. After the World 
War it was reorganized as the Ist FA, 
Ohio NG, and redesignated the 134th 
FA, on July 1, 1921.

country, in the interest of national 
defense, decided to double the officer 
personnel in 1920, these emergency of- 
ficers were invited to apply for com- 
missions, and their services were glad- 
ly accepted. There were not enough of 
these provisional second lieutenants to 
supply the Army with all the addi- 
tional officers it needed. When now, 
by a strange twist either in the forma- 
tion of language, or in the construc- 
tion of language, the tables have been 
s.o turned that the lewest ranking 
Regular Army officer outranks the 
highest ranking emergency officer, then 
it is unpatriotic and un-American for 
anybody to suggest that the way to 
correct a wrong which somebody com- 
mitted is for the sufferer from that 
wrong, for the person who got the hot 
end of the poker, to get out of the 
way, and throw up his claims, and to 
let the beneficiary of that wrong re- 
main in undisturbed possession of swift 
and undeserved and even unexpected 
promotion. I have heard this argument 
by some of the beneficiaries of the 
“Crime of 1920,” but I have not heard 
fany disinterested and unbiased per- 
sons make that argument. I hope that 
the beneficiaries themselves will not 
have the unmitigated brazenry to make 
this argument any more. They in 
their self-asserted wisdom should con- 
jecture and proclaim some other solu- 
tion of the prolem. I do not expect 
them to offer any surrender of their 
quickly and easily acquired laurels. But 
perhaps they can suggest some rea- 
sonable and workable and half-just 
method of corecting the injustice. I 
respectfully invite them through their 
few friends in Congress to offer some 
such solutiow. If no such solution 
comes through any such source, then 
we must assume that they have no so- 
lution and their attitude is one of “let 
him take who has the power, and let 
him keep who can.” If that be their 
attitude, I think when this matter 
comes to a fair and square vote, after 
the members of Congress understand 


-as they shall, what the issue is, then 


we shall have the power to take and to 
recover for these older emergency of- 
ficers who volunteered without the per- 
suasion of a draft law, to help fight in 
the greatest war of history.
